mitted a report on conversations he 


had held with Count Andrassy, a for-, 


mer Austrian premier, and Count 
Aponyi, Hungarian’ statesman, for 
many years identified with The Hague 
tribunal and movements in behalf of 
universal peace. 

Anderson, who, though he could not 
‘be definitely identified at the state de- 
partment, is assumed to be an Ameri- 
can of some prominence who happened 
to be in Vienna, bore no commission 
from the American government and én- 
tered into the conversations solely as an 
individual. So far as officials here 


know he advanced no ideas of his own, | 


but merely was called in by the Aus- 
tro-Hungarians to hear what they had 
to say about the possibility of termi- 
nating. the war. 
Emperor Charles’ Letter. 

Considerable interest is manifested 
here in reports from Austria and Ger- 
many on the situation created there 


by the Count Czernin’s recent speech | 


and the French statement that Em- 


peror Charles considered the French | 


demand for Alsace-Lorraine a just one. 
An official dispatch from France to- 
day says the German newspapers are 
printing demands semi-official in tone 
asking the Austrian government to ex- 
plain. 

A message from Zurich says Chan- 
cellor Hertling has been called to head- 
quarters by the kaiser to discuss the 
revelations concerning the Austrian 
emperor. 


FRANCE’S CLAIMS JUST, 
WROTE EMPEROR CHARLES. 

Paris, April 11.—The following note 
was issued tonight: 

“Once caught in the cog wheels of 
lying, there is no means of stopping. 
Emperor Charles, under Berlin’s eye, 
is taking on himself the lying denials 
of Count Czernin and thus compels the 
French government to supply the proof. 
Hierewith is the text of an autograph 
letter communiceted on March 1, 1917, 
by Prince Sixtus de Bourbon, the Em- 
peror of Austria’s brother-in-law, to 
President Poincare, and communicated 
immediately, with the prince’s consent, 
to the French premier: 

“My Dear Sixtus: The end of the 
third year of this war, which has 
brought eo much mourning and grief 
into the world, approaches. All the 
peoples of my empire are more closely 
united than ever in the common deter- 
mination to safeguard the integrity of 
the monarchy at the cost even of the 
heaviest sacrifices. 

“‘Thanks to their union, with the 
generous co-operation of all nationali- 
ties, my empire and monarchy have 
succeeded in resisting the gravest as- 
saults for nearly three years. Nobody 
can question the military advantages 
secured by my troops, particularly in 
the Balkans. 

“‘France, on her side, has shown 
force, resistance and dashing courage 
which are magnificent. We all unre- 
servedly admire the admirable bravery 
which is traditional to her army and 
the spirit of sacrifice of the entire 
French people. 

Sympathy for France. 

““Therefore, it 4s a special pleasure 
to me to note that, although for the 


moment adversaries, no real divergence | 


of views or aspirations separate many 
of my empire from France, and that I 
am justified in hoping that my keen 
sympathy for France, joined to that 
which prevails in the whole monarchy, 
will forever avoid a return of the state 
of war, for which no responsibility can 
fall on me. 

“With this in mind, and to show in 
@ definite manner the reality of these 
feelings, I beg you to convey privately 
and unofficially to President Poincare 
that I will support by every means and 
by exerting all my personal influence

Under private management, it is said, 
many of the ships taken over under the 
proclamation today have been running 
on inflexible schedules and routes, of 
ten carrying light cargoes, at least one 
way, and have not lent themselves en- 
tirely to the exigencies of railway and 
port congestion. 

Many to Carry Coal. 

One of the first steps of the govern- 
ment will be to place a greater number 
of the vessels in the  coal-carrying 
trade between Hampton Roads and 
New England to ‘provide for a reserve 
of fuel for next winter. 

The new duties entrusted to the 
railroad administration may be met by 
re-organization of the marine transpor- 
tation division, it was said today, one 
branch may be given charge of ocean 
shipping, and another of lakes traffic 
and inland waterways, the greater use 
of which is planned by the railroad 
administration as soon as a survey 
now being made is completed. 

Of the 63 ships, 30 belong to the 
Clyde line, 14 to the Mallory, 13 to 
the Merchants and Miners, and six to 
the Southern. 

The president specified that the com- 
panies are to be compensated at a “just 
and reasonable” rate to be agreed upon 
between them and Director General 
McAdoo. This probably will be on a 
fixed rental basis, such as the shipping 
board uses in compensating owners of 
commandeered ocean-going vessels.

Germany Today Described

The Constitution has secured the ex-

Senator Smith, of Georgia, led the 
attack on the administration measure, 
declaring that while there is no lack 
fof confidence in President Wilson, he 
should not be given authority to dis- 
turb the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, federal reserve board, federal 
trade commission or other agencies of 
the civil establishment. He said he 
favored giving the president more 
power over the military  establish- 
ment than the bill provides—but by 
specific designation by congress. 

In a long speech championing the 
bill, Senator Lewis, democratic whip, 


e declared congress should give the pres- 


ident any powers he deems necessary 
to successfully prosecute the war, and 
declared the voters would not be pa- 
tient with obstructionists. 

Smith Leads Attack. 

Senator Smith, of Georgia, de¢lared 
+ he favored the bill in so far as it affects 
the co-ordination of the military es- 
tablishment, but said any attempt to 
reorganize civil departments would only 
“produce confusion and disorder.” 

Senator Smith said congress was 
partly to blame for legislation disor- 
ganizing the army general staff and 
restricting the chief of staff’s author- 
ity. Civilian advisory committees, he 
said, have been a “recognized folly” 
and must be dispersed “for the good of 
the country.”’ 

There has been “lack of vision” by 
war department officials for the enor- 
mous war task, Senator Smith said, as 
well as “failure” in business organiza- 
tion and instances of money “not wise- 
ly spent.” 

Senator Smith said red tape existed 
in the various departments, but there 
was no need for the president to inter- 
fere, as depar.ment heads could remove 
it if they would. Were all the matters 
explained to the president fully and 
could he give two days to consider it, 
the senator expressed his belief that 
the chief executive would not ask for 
the legislation. 

Kor or Against President. 

Supporting the measure, Senator Lew- 
is, of Illinois, declared that “any who 
are against any measure the president 
demands as necessary to win the war 
are against the president.” 

“The people want this war won.” said 
Senator Lewis. “The country wants 
the Germans beat back—that they may 
not beat America down. Any man who 
now is against the war is against 
America—and any who are against any 
measure that the president demands as 
necessary to win the war are against 
the president. 

“The people of the United States will 
not be patient with obstructions rolled 
in the road, labelled ‘constitution’—or 
of the call summoning opposition in the 
ancient cry ‘beware of usurpation of 
power, The country gave Wilson the 
power in the declaration of war and 
demands of congress to throw off its 
bridle and bit.” 

Aiding the Enemy. 

Senator Ashurst pleaded that no aid 
or comfort be given to the enemy by 
shackling the American commander-in- 
chief. 

‘‘Had General Foch and Marshal Jof- 
fre,”’ Senator Ashurst said, “been ham- 
pered by red tape, by orders from a 
war council or by a voluble congress, 
they would not have won the victory 
of the Marne, which was to civiliza- 
tion as important as was the victory of 
Charlies the Hammer, when he rollea 
back the surging tide of the Moslem 
at Tours.” 

The Arizona senator declared Preasi- 
dent Wilson the most potent official in 
“all. Christendom,” and the spokesman 
for the allies. 

“Yet,” he continued, “this man who 
has demonstrated his great capacity 
for public affairs and has moved with 
unerring precision in matters of world- 
wide import, is not to be trusted—so 
say some senators—with the power or 
transferring certain bureau officials 
and chief clerks in Washington.’

Western and Atlantic Lease 
Commission Will Go to 
Courts on Encroachment 
Cases of Southern Railway. 


The Western and Atlantic lease com- 
| mission, of which Governor Hugh M. 
Dorsey isa member and C. Murphey Can- 
dler is chairman, met at the state cap- 
itol Thursday, and, having been unable 
to compose the differences of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad and the South- 
ern railway outside of court, author- 
ized lawsuits against the latter com- 
pany for encroachments upon the right 
of way of the former. 

In taking this step the commission 
was acting under authority of an act of 
the legislature of 1916, which placed 
upon it the burden of composing the 
differences of the two roads. 

Specific charges by the commission 
upon which suits may be based indicate 
that the Southern railway, from a point 
beginning at Simpson street, Atlanta, 
and running north for several miles, is 
encroaching upon the Western and At- 
lantic right-of-way, the Southern 
claiming that it has received certain 
rights from the old Georgia Pacific 
railway. 

Encroachment Charges. 

Another charge involves the crossing 
at the Union stockyards, where the 
Southern claims to have certain rights 


from the old Belt railroad. There is 
another crossing also in question north 
of that one. 

A further case of encroachment comes 
from Dalton, Whitfield county, where 
the Southern claims to have acquired 
rights originally in the old Dalton and 
Gadsden road. 

The Southern railroad was represent- 
ed before the commission by Mr. San- 
ders, its attorney. 

The commission, after hearing the 
case, ruled that its counsel, acting with 
the approval of the chairman, shall im- 
mediately institute such suits as may be 


,;necesary to protect the state’s interest 


in these several controversies. 
Case From Marietta. 


A very similar case arose also from 
Cartersville, where the Seaboard Air 
Line railroad is said to occupy state 
property. There is no denial in this 
case, however, and the matter will not 
be taken into the courts. The South- 
ern case, however, could not be settled 
out of court, notwithstanding numer- 
ous attempts, and court action is con- 
sidered necessary. 

The city of Marietta is involved in a 
third case brought to the attention of 
the commission Thursday. It appears 
that Atlanta street of that city occu- 
pies premises that are really the right- 
of-way of the railroad. The city is 
planning to make certain paving im- 
provements, and to this end, through 
James R. Brumby, mayor, was very 
anxious to find out its.rightsin the case 
The Marietta controvery is a friendly 
one, and the city wants to know wheth- 
er or not it may proceed with the pav- 
ing as planned or whether the com- 
mission will cause it to make changes 
in those plans. 

This case was taken under advise- 
ment pending further investigation, 
after which the chairman and counsel 
of the commission may act.

and of industry are kept turning at top 
speed and the country kept in a healthy, 
prosperous condition. 

He reasons that this cannot be done un- 
less the people continue to patronize the 
retail merchant, thus enabling him to con- 


} tinue to patronize the wholesale dealer, so 


that he can keep the manufacturer busy, 
to the end:that the manufacturer can con- 
tinue to call upon the fountain head of pro- 
duction for a steady flow of raw materials. 
Meanwhile, of course, everybody would be 
financially happy and there would be a con- 
tinuous source of ready money all down the 
line, upon which the government could draw 
its requisite sinews for the prosecution of 
the war. 

There is a whole ldt of hard sense in that 
line of reasoning. 

The country found early in the war that 
the “business as usual” policy had to be 


abandoned—or, at any rate, modified. But ! 


there is, indeed, grave danger, as Mr. Mears 
shows, in going too far in the opposite di- 
rection. _ 

Therefore, a happy medium between the 
two extremes should be struck. In other 
words, the American public can serve best 
by pursuing a fiscal policy governed by rea- 
son; temperance and moderation. It should 
be frugal, not miserly; thrifty, not parsi- 
monious. There is such a thing as being 
saving to the point of extravagance; and to 
steer clear of either extreme, and to keep 
business active, the average citizen should 
make it a rule—to be rigidly adhered to for 
the duration of the war—to buy what he 
actually needs, but nothing to waste. 

And every man who can should, first of 
all, buy a third loan Liberty Bond! 


GEORGIA AND CORN. 


Within the last week or two large quanti- 
ties of corn and corn products have been 


condemned by the federal administration as” 


being unfit for consumption, and consider- 
able loss to somebody—presumably the re- 
tailers in whose possession the damaged 
goods were seized—was suffered. 

It is charged that all of the foodstuffs 
condemned had been shipped inio the state 
from the north and west. 3 

All must commend the authorities for 
their action, bespeaking as it does a gratify- 
ing degree of alertness to safeguard the 
public health and pocketbook; and at ihe 
same time righteous public sentiment will 
just as readily condemn any merchant who 
would knowingly sell as first-class a dam- 


aged grade of goods. 


But the whole occurrence, of which. it is 
to be hoped, we have heard the last, suggests 
this question: ’ 

Why was this, or any other, corn shipped 
into Georgia? ' 

What is the matter with Georgia corn? 

“Why is it necessary,” asks O. L. Cowan, 
a Doraville (Ga.) miller, in a communication 
presented in another column of this page, 
“to go to the west and buy this damaged 
corn”|when “there is plenty of sound corn 
tight here in Georgia?’ 

The point is well taken; and, if there is 
plenty of sound corn in Georgia that is 
spurned by the merchants of Georgia be- 
cause, for some reason, they prefer patron- 
izing western dealers, those who were caught 
with the damaged goods on their hands are 
entitled to scant sympathy. 

And if there is not plenty of corn pro- 
duced in this state there certainly should 
be, for it has been a matter of common 
knowledge for years that Georgia can pro- 
duce as fine a grade of corn as can be 
grown ‘in any state in the union. 

In this time of stress, when it is -of na- 
tional necessity that the country’s transpor- 
tation facilities should be relieved of every 
possible ounce of burden, it is almost crimi- 
nal to impose upon them the unnecessary 
burden of hauling corn into Georgia. 

Bringing corn to Georgia suggesis the 
time-honored comparison of “carrying coals 
to Newcastle!” 

Not a pound of corn, nor of pork, nor of 
beef, nor of mutton, nor, for that matter, of 
any form of foodstuff, should, of necessity be 
shipped into this state. 

And Mr. Cowan is right: So long as 
Georgians prefer western grown foodstuffs 
to those produced at home and of even a 
superior quality it is going to continue to be 
an uphill undertaking to get Georgia out of 


'the one-staple, all-cotton, rut!

Editor Constitution: Your editorial of a 
few days ago regarding the forced resigna- 
tion of Miss Laura M. Smith, who has given 
such competent, faithful service to the city, 
deserves the thanks of every citizen who has 
the interest of Atlanta at heart, and desires 
an efficient government of its affairs. 

To an outsider it must certainly appear 
that Atlanta is a city being governed in 
a manner that would indicate that its citi- 
gens still think of it as a village, and elect 
their representatives accordingly.

system of management of the city’s affairs. 

Nor does the fault lie entirely“with the 
system. Witness the action of the members 
of city council in the matter of the city 
warden’s positfon; a position which has here- 
tofore commanded a salary of $150 per 
month, certainly a reasonable one, consider- 
ing the ability necessary to administer it, 
and the responsibility attached thereto.

But 
in this instance the new appointee is a wom- 
an. Is she given a salary in keeping with 
the position? With a fine disregard for 
her years of service to the city, and her fit-

Looked on as Dangerous. 
l was considered dangerous not because

1 had seen bread riots. | 
women shouting in the streets of Berlin,

edly heard soldiers exclaim, “O to be taken 
prisoner! Anythfng to get out of Germany" 
I had seen rich Germans take sides with the 
social democrats. Over and over again I 
had heard working people say, ‘‘Nice, isn't 
it? for our masters to sit in their chairs 
and tell us to fight it out: we're the dogs 
ahd the slaves!” 

Reward Offers Posted. 

I had seen notices posted up in Berlin of- 
ering 3,000 marks reward or evidence lead- 
ing to the conviction of anyone speaking 
against the government. The proclamation 
concluded with, “Sad to say, many of these 
spies are men wearing field gray uniforms.” 
Many Germans had said to me, “You don't 
know how people feel: we don’t dare 
our mouths: if we did we'd we put in jail.” 
More than once soldiers had told me they 
hoped Germany would lose the war, they 
hated the government soa, ‘ 

This was news. It still is. it reflects 
a very recent change of feeling and almost 
as recent is the change of feeling toward 
America. I well remember the taunt, “Amer- 
ican ammunition!” in all 
common talk. I remember 
engendered. 
such epressions as, “My boy has been killed

get revenge.” A popular play in Berlin 
showed a German-American making ammu- 
nition to kill his brother in Germany.

When we entered the war the papers 
called us beasts, and, said we were in for

ROUND-SHOULDERED GIRLS. - 


One in every twelve school girls be- 
tween the ages of ten and sixteen years 
has spinal curvature, and one in every eight 
has round shoulders. Round shoulders are 
frequent in boys, too, but not nearly 80 
frequent as in girls of this age. . 

Round shoul@ers were made fashionable 
as a natural feature of the debutante 
slouch. You see this slouch posture af- 
fected by the pretty boys who hang out in 
cigar stores and poolrooms nowadays-— 
their clothes are built for it. 

A little girl at this age begins to read 
omnivorously.. She loves to curl up in @ 
big chair when she reads. But when the 
hour for play and exercise arrives see that 
she uncurls and gets the exercise. | 

There are two special exercises highly 
beneficial for children with round shoul- 
ders. Sunken chest and general slouchy, 
relaxed posture are almost always concomi- 
tants of round shoulders, and these exer- 
cises are for the whole unsightly deform- 
ity. 

1. ‘ach night and morning, with only 
the pajamas on, take the daschhund pos- 
ture and crawl rapidly around the floor for 
three minutes. The daschhund crawl—on 
hands and knees as for ordinary creeping; 
then let the chest sink nearly to floor and 
bend elbows outward, crawling in this head- 
low posture. . 

2. Every hour, when the clock strikes, 
at home or at school, let the child stand 
with hands clasped at back as for rider to 
mount. Then, without loosening finger--clasp, 
turn the thumbs forward, downward, under 
and back. This forcibly pulls the shoul- 
ders down and back and tends to push the 
chest upward and forward. Hold the pos- 
ture while half a dozen slow breaths are 
taken. 

A child wit® relaxed, slouchy posture, 
with round shoulders or with lateral cur- 
vature of the spine, should have a daily bit 
to do, in a gymnasium if possible, but any- 
way the exercise period should be as im- 
portant in that child’s education as piano 
practice, school work or training in house- 
hold duties. Swimming is an ideal exer- 
cise for such children. 

It requires discipline and perseverance to 
overcome a tendency to round shoulders 
and spinal curvature. But not scolding or 
abuse. The child should have a careful 
medical examination first of all, to detect 
any’ underlying conditions which may re- 
quire treatment.

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The démocratic state executive com- 
mittee of Georgia met at the Kimball 
house Thursday and, at a session 
marked ior its brevity and its amicable 
tone, laid the rules for the forthcoming 
state primary and pledged the support 
of the state of Georgia to President 
Wilson for the successful prosecution 

of the war. 

The committee adiourned thirty min- 
utes after it was called to order. None 
of the few resolutions offered were op- 
posed and every act of the committee 
was unanimous. The race for United 
States senator, on which political in- 
terest in Georgia is focused, was not 
discussed, notwithstanding that Wil- 
liam J. Harris, one of the candidates, 
was present in the Kimball house, 
though not on the floor of the com- 
mittee room, while Emmett Shaw, of 
Clay county, a member of the commit- 
tee, and W. D. Upshaw, of Fulton coun- 
ty, a visitor, both candidates, were 
present with the committee. 


. Rules Adopted. 
Rules to govern the state primary 
formed the bulk of the committee's 
work and these, presented by Albert 
Howell, Jr., chairman of a committee 
on rules, were-adopted as reported from 
the committee without debate. 
The new rules differ from the rules 
of the last vrimary in one oer 


Places, but the changes were designed 
more to clear up misunderstandings 
than to institute any new procedure. 
One of these changes was made in a 
clause giving to the successful candi- 
date for governor in each county the 
appointment of delegates from that 
county, but making it clear that, in the 
event of his failure to appoint them, 
the count committees may act, re- 
stricting their appointments to friends 
of the successful candidate. 

Tn full these rules read: 

“Bach county democratic executive com- 
mittee shall select from among the friends 
and ,supporters of the successful candidate 
for governor in each county delegates to the 
state convention in the ratio of two for 
each of said county’s representatives in the 
general assembly, with alternates; said dele- 
gates to be named by said successful sandi- 
date for governor, and if not so named to 
be chosen by the respective county com- 
mittees from among his friends and support- 
ers, and said delegates shall be instructed 
¢o east the vote of such county for the 
successful candidate for governor, United 
States senator, statehouse officers, including 
justices of the supreme court and court of 
appeals, judges, etc. 

“Tt shall be the duty of each county 
chairman in advance of the convention to 
furnish the secretary of this committee 
with the names of the delegates and the 
alternates appointed; and it shal Ibe also

The stand taken by the Czechs 
against Count Czernin, the dispatch 
vontinues, overshadows the controversy 
‘etween the count and Premier Clem- 
nceau, of France. In Prague on Sat- 
irday a Czech meeting of protest 
against Count Czernin will be held. 

The position of Count Czernin, the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister, is 
said to be much less secure since his 
recent speech, and the publication of a 
French official statement that Em per- 
or Charles considered the French de- 
mand for Alsace-Lorraine just, ac- 
cording to an Exchange Telegraph dis- 
patch from Copenhagen. 

There is growing dissatisfaction in 
Germany with Imperial Chancellor von 
Hertling and Foreign Secretary von 
Kuehlmann and efforts are being made 
to replace Von Hertling with Dr. von

Wieak Liverpool cables and active sell- 
ing by houses with Liverpool connec- 
tions were features, and while there 
was also heavy liquidation offerings 
subsided after the close abroad. 


The disposition was to connect the 
Liverpool selling with nervousness over 
the price-fixing proposition, but later 
advices of a reduction from 3 to 2% per 
cent in British marine war risks, fur- 
nished a more plausible explanation of 
the break in the English market. This 
helped to steady prices here and there 
were rallies of 10 or 12 points during 
the middle of the day on covering, 
which was accompanied by talk of a 
better technical position. Otherwise, 
however, there was little support in 
evidence and the market weakened 
again, reaching the lowest levels of 
the day in the late trading, when May 
sold at 32.60 and October at 30.44, or 
75 to 88 points net lower. 

Washington advices caused a general 
feeling that there was no intention of 
fixing prices on raw cotton, but left 
the trade rather confused and uncer- 
tain as to what might be done in cot- 
ton goods or the effect of regulation 
in that quarter on raw materials. The 
decline was also accompanied by claims 
that the demand from trade sources had 
fallen off after recent heavy purchases.

COTTON DROPS HEAVILY 
IN NEW ORLEANS MARKET 

New Orleans, April 11.—The reaction 
from the advance persisted in cotton 
here today, the market breaking in the 
early trading and again toward the 
close under pressure from the bear 
side, while at the same time feeling 
heavy liquidation of long cotton. The 
close was practically at the lowest of 
the session, trading months showing 
net losses of 68 to 83 points. 

Fear that the price regulation of cot- 
ton goods, now under consideration by 
the war industries board, would exert 
an unfavorable influence on the mar- 
ket for raw cotton, and reports that 
foreign government ootton buying 
commissions in this country would not 
continue their operations because of the 
lack of ocean tonnage to move their 
purchases, were the main bearish in- 
fluences back of the selling. One rumor 
was that foreign banks had decided not 
to finance further purchases of cotton 
in this country, which was taken to 
mean that concerted efforts were being 
made abroad to conserve ocean freight 
room for strictly war purposes. 

The cold wave still hanging over the 
cotton belt, reports that great damage 
had resulted to young cottton from it: a 
reduction in tonnage losses through the 
work of submarines, and a lowering in 
the marine war risks rate were ig- 
nored. Spots remained unchanged at 
the highest levels of the season.

COASTAL SHIPPING 


Continued From First Page. 


en under the clause of the 1916 army 
appropriation bill, which granted the 
president authority to take over the 
railroads or any other transportation 
lines. It is specified that the com- 
panies shall not pay dividends in excess 
of the usual rate in three years ending 
June 30 last, except with the director 
general's approval. 
Effective Saturday. 


The government operation is to be- 
come effective at 12:01 o’clock Satur- 
day morning and applies to all the 
wharves, docks, warehouses and other 
operating facilities of the lines, as well 
as to the ships. For the present, run- 
ning schedules, crews and company 
managements will be maintained. 

Coastwise shipping was included in 
the order last October placing under 
control of the shipping board all Amer- 
ican vessels of 2,600 tons and 
When the government took over the 
railroads in December the coastwise 
shipping was released by the board and 
the railroad-owned steamship lines 
thereupon passed inte control of the 
railroad administration, leaving some 
of the lines free to continue business 
without any government supervision 
other than that exercised by the inter- 
State commerce commission. 

It has been the view of the shipping 
board that coastwise shipping is an 
element of internal transportation and, 
therefore, should be controlled by the 
railroad administration, so that the 
two modes of traffic might be co-or- 
dinated to the highest possible degree. 
This step has been advocated especial- 
ly since the experience of last winter 
in moving coal to New England. 

Two methods of operation used by 
the shipping board may be followed by 
the railroad administration in handling 
the coastwise vessels. One is to take 
the vessels on a “bare boat” basis, the 
railroad administration furnishing 
crews and assuming all direction of 
the vessels. The other is to return 
the vessels to their owners for man- 
agement by them. The shipping board 
pays $4.15 a ton for bare boat leasing 
and $7 where the company furnishes 
crew and pays all other expenses. All 
income from the ships, which is regu- 
lated by the chartering committee of 
the board, accrues to the United States 
government. 

Russian Ships Taken. 

A Pacific Port, April 11.—Three Rus- 
sian ships, the ‘Nijni Novgorod, Tula 
and Kishinev, were taken over here 
today by the United States shipping 
board. They have a deadweight cargo 
capacity for 12,000 tons. They have 
been loading here with supplieg intend- 
ed for Russian Pacific ports.
